appraisers, today decided the Canadi- 
an wood pulp case, which has attracted 
i great deal of attention not only from 
the manufacturers of. both 
pulp and 


paper, but from newspaper publishers 
as well. 
There were two piotestants,- F. W. 


Meyers & Co., acting 
for 
Hollings- 


worth, Whitney & Co., of Boston and 
the Sault Ste Marie Pulp and Paper 
company, of Michigan. 
Two distinct questions were present- 


ed to the board. 
One related to pulp 


Imported from Quebec and the other 
to pulp from Ontario. 
In each case 


the pulp is made from wood cut on 
"crown lands." 
Under the law 
the 
Quebec commissioner of crown lands 
is authorized to grant licenses to cut 
timber on ungranted lands 
of 
the 


crown, subject to the payment of a 
tax of 65 cents per cord for pulp wood 
cut, a rebate of 25 cents per cord be- 
ing allowed on "timber manufactured 
into paper pulp in the Dominion 
of 


Canada." 
The United States customs author- 


ities levied on additional duty, equal 
to the 25 cents rebate allowed. 
The 


board of classification now overrules 
the protest relating to pulp fro'fi Que- 
bec, and the action of the collector in 
tHat particular place is sustained. 


Precisely the same additional duty 


has been imposed upon pulp from On- 
tario. 
Under the law of that prov- 


ince, however, no one Is permitted to 
cut pulp wood on crown lands, unless 
it is to be manufactured in Canada. 
As regards the importations from On- 
tario, the board holds the province of 
Ontario levies no exp&rt duty upon 
wood pulp exported from its limits and 
therefore the additional duty imposed 
by the collector 
upon 
merchandise 


from that province was improperly as- 
sessed, and his decision on .that point 
is reversed, and he is instructed to re- 
adjust the entry so as to assess no 
such additional duty. 
The decisions appealed from were 


made by the collectors of customs at 
Burlington, V"t, land Marquette, Mich., 
under the instructions from the treas- 
ury department. 


An appeal to the federal couits will

burned, but east of that there is a brick 
building which has apparently checked 
the flre. 
There is1 a high wind and at first it 


was feared that Ihe whole business 
portion of the town would go up. In 
smoke, nut the volunteer uremen are 
still working and probably will keep 
the flames confined to the three build- 
ings.

The stock of goods in tha saloon

Twenty-first regiment of which he bad 
been the colonel, also, held its third re- 
union. 
The general had just return- 


ed from a triumphal tour around the 
world and had been at his old home in 
Galena. 
He came to the city on Oc- 


tober 6, 1880, from Chicago 
and was 


accompanied by his son, Jesse 
R. 


Grant, and General John A. Logan and 
wife. 
It had been expected that Gen- 


eral Phil Sheridan would accompany 
him, but the old Republican files do not 
hrow that he was here. Bight thou- 
sand people greeted Grant at the rail- 
way station and the jam was so great 
that Mayor Henry Waggoner was un- 
able to deliver his address of welcome. 
The program was temporarily disar- 
ranged and the general was hustled 
to the home of Governor Oglesby, now 
the Bering residence, and the address 
of welcome was delivered later. Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Logan were entertained 
by Mr. and Mrs. James Mllllkin. On 
the following day General Grant min- 
gled with the old soldiers at the fair 
grounds, now Fairlawn park, and that 
night a public reception was given him 
In the old tabernacle, where thousands 
met the famous, silent man. He made 
a number of brief addresses during his 
visit. 


The visit of William Jennings Bryan 


as the democratic candidate for pres- 
ident in 1896 was made on October 23, 
and was unique in its way. The rail- 
ways brought nearly 7,000 people to the 
city, and the crush was something ter- 
rlllc. The arrangements that had been 
made were upset in a moment by the 
wildly curious crowds that chased the 
free sliver exponent. 
He was brought 


up town from the station in the Muel- 
ler automobile and a platform had 
been built on the west side of Central 
park, but Bryan refused to risk his life 
and limb in the 
surging mass and 


would not go to it. 
He spoke briefly 


from the wagon and was then taken 
to the St. Nicholas hotel, where he 
spoke from the balcony. 
From the 


time he reached the city until he was 
sufely back on his train he was in a 
constant light against the hordes of 
mad admirers who wanted to get near 
Mm. 


'Speaker Cannon has frequently been 


in Decatur, both as a candidate 
for 


congress and as a private citizen. 


In the campaign of 1808 a party of 


the most notable living generals of the 
civil war came to the city and spoke 
at the opera 
house 
and tabernacle. 


They were here on October 8. 
This 


party included General O. O. Howard, 
who recently visited the city to lec- 
ture for the Y. M. C. A., Genera! Daniel 
Sickles, General G. H. Marsden of BOB- 


much was not known in those days as 
now. Mr. Beecher spoke at the old 
Smith opera house which was located 
on North Water street on the ground 
now occupied by the .rear of the Stew- 
art Dry Goods Company's store, with 
the entrance- through a long hall way 
just north of the Merlweather saloon. 
An immense audience greeted him and 
he used his trip in the northwest as 
the subject of

point. 


The visits of these personages, how- 


ever, have never excited the Interest 
or made the impression occassloned by 
the visits of men famous in the politi- 
cal history of the country. It is the oc- 
casions on which they came that are 
most frequently referred to, but there 
are few persons who can recall the date 
of the visit of any notable man and in 
talking with older settlers it Is found 
that many conlllctlng ideas arc enter- 
tained not only about the men who 
have visited here but about others 
who have supposed to have been In 
the city but about whom there is no 
authentic record. 


To this clay many citizens of Deca- 


tur are prone to refer to the visit of 
General U. S. Grant as the greatest In 
the history of the city. 
There wns 


unquestionably a big crowd here, but 
the town then was only about one-half 
of its present size. 
General Grant 


came here to attend the :3o!diers''reun- 
ion given at the fair grounds under the 
direction of the Macon County Veter- 
ans' association at which time the 


ton, Corporal Tanner, General Alger. 
They were accompanied by the late 
Governor Tanner. 


A number of United States senators 


have visited the city at different times, 
among 
the number being 
Senator 


Warner Miller of New York, Senator J. 
C. Burrows of Michigan, Senator John 
M. Palmer and others. 


During his candidacy for governor 


John P. Altgeld 
was a visitor to the 


city and he came several times as chief 
executive of the state. 
Nearly all of 


the Illinois governors during the past 
twenty years have visited the city 
either as candidates or as executives 
of the state. 


When the twenty-fifth anniversary 


of the organization at the G. A. K. was 
held in this city April 
6, 1891, many 


notable G. A. R. men were here. Among 
the most prominent of these was Gen- 
eral Veuzey, who was then commander 
in chief of the G. A. R. 


The campaign of 1884 brought many 


distinguished men of national reputa- 
tion to this city. Among the number 
was Governor Oslesby, who was, how- 
ever, always looked upon as a Deca- 
tur man 
notwithstanding the 
latter 


years of his life were spent in an ad- 
joining -county. The late Carter Har- 
rison, then mayor of Chicago, and a 
candidate for governor against Gov- 
ernor Oglesby, was here on Septem- 
ber 9th of that year. His visit was the 
occasion of u democratic demonstration 
which surpassed anything that party 
had 
attempted 
that. year. 
Mr. 


Harrison spoke :it Imboden springs in 
the afternoon and at the old tabei-nacle 
at night. 
General John M. Palmer, 


who had frequently 
viaited the city, 


was here that day. 


On October 24, 18S*, the late Jamea 


G. Blaine made u short stop here. 
He 


was touring the country in a special 
train in the interest of his candidacy 
for the presidency aid came from the 
east. 
A platform had been erected 


near the railway station and Mr. Blaine 
spoke briefly to 6,000 cheering people 
who had assembled to hear him. Sen- 
ator Cullom, who has been a frequent 
visitor to the city, was with Mr. Blaine 
on that day. 


General John A. Logan, then a candi- 


date for the vice presidency, was here 
on October 28, 1884, accompanied 
by 


hjs brilliant wife. They were guests at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. James Mil- 
likin, where a reception was held dur- 
ing the afternoon. There was an enor- 
mous crowd in the city that day, and 
thousands 
clustered 
around 
the 


speaker's stand on the north side of 
Central park to hear General Logan 
speak. 


The late 
William McKinley twice 


visited Decatim the first time as 
a 


congressman 
when he 
was making 


speeches 
for 
Benjamin 
Harrison 


through the western country and the 
last time, Saturday, October 15, 1898, 
as president of 
the 
United 
States. 


There was a magnificent demonstra- 
tion in hid honor on the latter day. The 
party came to Decatur 
from 
Terre 


Haute and the president spoke from a 
gaily decorated platform car, which 
had been placed Just north of the pres- 
ent Illinois Central station. It was a 
beautiful October day and the crowd 
that filled the vacant ground west of 
the old Illinois Central station was es- 
timated at 15,000. The party was here 
for some Jlttle time, and after conclud- 
ing his speech the president mingled 
with the people on' the car, shaking 
hands with them and chatting In that 
delightfully affable way, which made 
him a favorite with all people through- 
out the country. 
There were many 


distinguished men In that party, in- 
cluding Lyman Gage, secretary of the 
treasury, Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son, 
Secretary of the Interior Bliss, 


Private Secretary Cortelyou, now sec^ 
retary of commerce. Senator Cullom 
and others. 


President Harrison vlsiled 
Decatur 


on May 14, 1891. He was accompanied 
by Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. McKee. Mrs. 
Dimmkk, Postmaster General Wana- 
maker, Secretary Jerry Rusk, Marshal 
Randall, Mr. and Mrs. George W. Boyd 
and newspaper men. The president 
was greeted by a vast crowd and spoke 
from a. ulatform car east of the Illi- 
nois Central station. 
Mr. 
Harrison 


was also 
here as a private 
citizen 


during the '80s, having stopped over 
night at the St. Nicholas on his way 
home to Indianapolis from the west. 


President Rutherford 
B, 
Hayes 


stopped for a few moments in the city 
about 1880 on his return east after a 
visit to the state fair at Springfield. 


Col. 
R. G. Ingersoll, the famous ag- 


nostic, was a frequent visitor to De- 
cfttur on his lecture tours. 


General Butler came to Decatur af- 


ter the war. L. Burrows was a mem- 
ber of the committee to receive him 
and do the honors of the city. When 
he was introduced to J. R. Race the 
title of Judge which had been prefixed 
to his name attracted Butler, and af- 
ter that he gave all of his attention to 
Mr. Race. He thought he was a mem- 
ber of the judiciary. 


The republican state convention In 


Decntur in 1860 was probably the most 
notable political gathering ever held 
In the city. 
At that time many per- 


sons who afterward became famous 
were In Decatur. 


The convention was held in a big 


tent which was located south of Cen- 
tral park, where State street now ex- 
tends south from the park. 
On this 


occasion the elder Richard Tates was 
nominated for 
governor. 
Abraham 


Lincoln was present on that occasion. 
The late Richard Oglesby and John 
Hanks gathered several of the rails 
which had been split by Lincoln in this 
county. 
A big banner was arranged 


between two of these rails and on 
the banner were the words ,' Lincoln, 
the Rail Splitter," Oglesby and Hanks 


brought thl» banner into the convention 
tent and there -was an ovation for Lin- 
coln and he was endorsed by .the state 
convention as the choice of the repub- 
licans of Illinois for the presidency. It 
was on this occasion that Lincoln's 
campaign started. When th.> national 
convention was held in Chicago the 
rails were taken to that city and ex- 
hibited and were cut up in little pieces 
which were carried away as souvenirs.

The kingdom of Uganda is one of 


the best organized and most civilized 
African negro kingdoms. 
The Ba- 


ganda natives described as 'the Jap- 
anese of central Africa,' are tall and 
muscular, standing over 6 
feet 
In 


height. 
They are courteous and hon- 


est, their chief vice being drunkenness. 
They make excellent soldiers. 


"On the western slope of Mount El- 


gon are to be found the Ma»aba, de- 
graded and slmianlike negroes, 
who 


are wilder even than 
tho 
Congo 


dwarfs.' 
They are hostile and prob- 


ably represent the most 
aboriginal 


race of negroes in Africa. 


"Cannibalism is 
practically 
un- 


known among the different races, al- 
though some tribes devour the raw 
flesh of all animals Immediately after 
killing. 
The chiefs are worshiped as 


spirits, and generally are bt-ried In 
the huts In which they lived. 
In 


some cases, however, the corpses are 
exposed and are devoured by hyenas.

MEN "DIPPERS"'OF SNUFF, TOO. 


Principal Reason for the Increase'in 


the Sales of That Article. 


The fact that during me last year 


the consumption of snuft In the United 
States increased 6 per cent, 18,000,000 
pounds being used in that period, has 
proven a surprise to many people, who 
had supposed that snuff dipping was 
fast 
disappearing. 
The 
question 


where and by whom this snuff Is con- 
sumed Is, therefore, a pertinent one, 
says the Washington Post. 


The facts are that this increase in. 


snuff consumption is not due to a re- 
vival of snuff taking in the old fash- 
ioned way, but to an extended use ft 
the article for "dipping" or chewing. 
Some fifteen yeais after th« civil war 
the snuff dipping habit, which Is cca- 
flned principally to the south, fell In- 
to disrepute, but about eight years ago 
It began to revive, and Is much more 
prevalent throughout 
the 
southern 


states than it was in 1856. 
The old 


fashioned mode of snuff dipping was 
by means of a small wooden brush 
or "broom," as It was called. 
This 


the user made by whittling out a small 
stick three or four inches in length 
and splitting OHP end Into a number 
o£ small fibres, which constituted the 
broom.
